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Diego-Suarez 


Diego Suarez is a province and 
the principal seaport on the north 
eastern extremity of the island of 
Madagascar, which is located about 
250 miles to the east of South 
Africa and separated from the 
mainland by the Straits of Mozam- 
bique. Madagascar is the third 
largest island in the world. Diego 
Suarez was a French settlement 
and colony long before the bulk of 
Madagascar became French. The 
capital Diego Suarez is Antisireno, 
and is a rather hot place to live, as 
its yearly mean temperature is 80 
degrees fahrenheit. 


15 centimes represented in the 
last decade of the 19th century, the 
postage within the French Empire. 
As the colony was, and for that 
matter still is, far from Paris and 
communications are slow and far 
between, an acute shortage of this 
duty developed in 1889 and by a 
decree the governor authorized the 
following provisionals:

Upwards of one hundred cities 
have used these cachet cancels on 
various first flights and quite a 
number have been used in Canada. 

Colors used are black, magenta, 
blue, green and purple. 

To quote a_ specialist, “these 
cachet cancellations are extremely 
interesting; they are official, they 
are novel in design, they are au- 
thenticated by postmarks, they are 
scarce, having been used but one 
day.” 

On a Vermilion-Peace River 
cover, a block of four bears almost 
the entire cachet—no pun intended, 
if you are looking at the cover. 

A block large enough to take 

the entire cachet, placed at left of 
cover, with possibly a single stamp 
in the upper right hand corner—if 
interested, try it on your next first 
flight, you can secure some won- 
derful covers. 
_This form of cancel is found at 
times on covers from events other 
than first flights, the latest date 
seen being an anniversary cover 
dated July 1st. ; 


Two wonderful ship covers have 
been received recently, through 
courtesy of Mr. W. G. Crosby. 

A cover from the U. S. S. Cali- 
forna, Flagship of the U. S. Fleet 
Battle Force, canceled with metal 
hand stamp, has on face of cover 
a fine photograph of the ship, also 
the ship’s seal. 

A similar cover from the Texas, 
Fleet Flagship of the U. S. Navy, 
Is canceled U. S. Fleet Flagship, 
Seattle, Washington.

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FOR THE DEFENSE OF MY 
NEIGHBORS

I suppose that every person, both 
bricklayer and millionaire is na- 
turally inclined to defend his own 
principles and beliefs. Though I am 
neither bricklayer or millionaire, I 
do defend the principles upon which 
I base my specialization. Twenty 
countries of the Western Hemi- 
sphere are my pets, being; Argen- 
tina, Bolivia, Brazil, Canada, Chile, 
Colombia, Costa Rica, Dominican 


Republic, Ecuador, Guatamala, 
Honduras, Mexico, Newfoundland, 
Nicaragua, Panama, Paraguay, 


Peru, Salvador, Urguay, Venezu- 
ela, and of course, U. S. A. 

Recently I read in a certain book 
on philately that South and Central 
American Stamps were the ones to 
be most avoided in stamp collect- 
ing. The reasons given were that 
South American Countries had is- 
sued postage stamps on the slight- 
est inclination and with malicious 
attempt to defraud the stamp col- 
letors of the world. It also stated 
that these issues were merely for 
the purpose of raising money and 
putting their postal departments 
ahead. The postal department of 
the United States is the most run- 
down department in our whole gov- 
ernment. We boast of a system- 
atic and efficient postal department, 
but to my mind, we are in a much 
worse predicament than many of 
our smaller Southern neighbors. 

In order to keep postal finances 
functioning on a par basis, the 
southern republics have _ issued 
many sets of stamps for special sale 
to collectors, thus receiving reven- 
ues for which no service is given 
If the entire question stopped at 
this point, I would also say that a 
fraud was underway, but, when 
such beautiful and interesting sta- 
mps add so much to one’s collection 
are issued, I am fully satisfied with 
my purchase of a South American 
postal label. 

One will usually find that those 
collectors who object to the specu- 
lative issues are of the second 
standard type, which consists of 
philatelists who do not really col- 
lect stamps, but invest in philatelic 
stock and expect to receive large 
dividends from it. To all collectors 
who are interested in stamp col- 
lecting, I suggest that you take up 
Western hemisphere philately in a 
serious manner and reap more prof- 
its of pleasure and education than 
a second standard collector could 
buy for hundreds of dollars.

INTERVIEWS WITH STAMP 
PORTRAITS 


By Capt. A. C. Townsend 


Mr. Livingston, you are pictured 
on the le stamp of the Louisiana 
Purchase series. The Editor of 
Linn’s wishes to know whether 
you like it or not. 

Sit down, sir. Have a cheroot. 
Of course I like it. And I am 
very glad you have called upon me. 
Some of the remarks of President 
Monroe in his recent interview 
have utterly failed to appeal to 
me. 

Is that so, Mr. Livingston? 
Well, Linn’s is an open forum and 
we shall be glad to print whatever 
you have to say. Just what do 
you object to in his statement? 

Exactly this. He said that “with 
Livingston” he negotiated the La. 
Purchase treaty. I was appointed 
Minister to France by President 
Jefferson in 1801. I prepared the 
ground for the Louisiana treaty. 
I led Napoleon up to where he was 
willing to sell his possessions in 
America. I communicated that 
fact to President Jefferson and he 
sent Mr. Monroe over to join me 
and help negotiate the treaty. Upon 
his arrival Mr. Monroe expected 
to treat only for New Orleans and 
the territory nearby, and was 
greatly surprised when I told him 
of my preliminary negotiations. 
And then he says that “with Liv- 
ingston” he negotiated the treaty. 

That is a modern ex- 
presson that I do not quite grasp, 
but it seems to just about cover 
the situation. 

Have you talked this over with 
Mr. Monroe, sir? 

I have not. I at once tried to 
do so, but he and Grover Cleveland 
are off on a fishing trip to the 
River Styx. I intend to do so as 
soon as they return and get 
through telling of the fish that got 
away and explaining their poor 
luck. However, my picture is on 
the le stamp of 1904, so I am con- 
tented, for history has given me 
full honor, no matter what Mr. 
Monroe may say. I doubt wheth- 
er he will retract his statement, 
but what can one expect from a 
fisherman?

The interest of dogs for letter 
carriers is well known, most every 
letter carrier has had from one to 
a dozen dogs follow him around 
his rotte. They sometimes meet 
the carrier as he gets off the street 
car to serve his route seeming to 
know what time he is due to arrive. 
If a carrier enters a building, they 
squat down waiting for him to ap- 
pear. If he leaves by another door 
and the dog discovers it he looks 
at the carrier with a mournful 
look seeming to say: “What did 

do that you tried to shake me?” 

At Joliet, Ill., there was a dog 
named ‘ ‘Towser’ * that followed the 
carriers for a great many years. 
He arrived promptly at the post 
office at eight every morning and 
took a nap on the floor while the 
carriers sorted their mail. Then 
he would leisurely follow the car- 
rier around the route. For 11 
years he followed Herman Fritz 
and when he was transferred to a 
downtown route the dog followed 
his successor until old age caused 
his death. 

The only known case of a dog 
taking such interest in the postal

Shortly afterwards a_ railway 
mail clerk took him out on his 
run on the N. Y. C. R. R. and thus 
his taste for traveling was ac- 
quired, and he traveled in railway 
mail cars the rest of his days. 

The Albany clerks put a collar 
on Owney, inscribed Owney, P. O. 
Albany, N. Y. As _ he traveled 
over the country, various clerks 
attached tags, medals, ete., to his 
collar until it became so heavy 
that the Postmaster General Wan- 
namaker took pity on him and had 
a harness made which accommo- 
dated the large number of medals, 
tags and postmarks which he col- 
lected in his travels, not only in 
most of the states of the union, 
but also into Mexico, Canada, 
Alaska, Shanghai, and Foochow, 
China, Singapore, Azores, Suez 
Canal and Kibi and Yokohama,

Japan, where he was decorated by 
the Emperor. At the end of this 
trip, he and his tags, harness, etc., 
to the number of 200 were the 
prize exhibit at a dog show in San 
Francisco. 

At Montreal, Canada, he was 
shut up for a board bill until the 
Albany clerks sent the money to 
pay it when he was sent home. 

Once he was lost and when it 
was learned he was tied up in a 
lumber camp, the president of the 
road, the N. Y. Central, ordered 
a freight crew to stop and find 
him, which they did. 

Owney attended a number of 
postal conventions and was a pop- 
ular visitor, as he was everywhere, 
owing to his friendliness and intel- 
ligence. 

In spite of his renown, he came 
to an ignominious end in Toledo, 
Ohio, where the postmaster, not 
knowing his identity, ordered him 
shot. 

His body was mounted with his 
harness, medals, tags, etc., and is 
now on display at the Smithsonian 


Institute at Washington, D. C., 
with the distinction of being 
known as the world’s greatest 
traveling dog and the only dog 
officially adopted by the Postal 


Service.

POSTAL SAVINGS 

The idea of postal savings was 
first suggested by Charles W. Sikes 
in England, in 1807, but was not 
adopted until 1861. By recom- 
mendation of Wm. E. Gladstone, 
knighted for his work. 
slowly followed

England’s example but interest in 
America was very slow and it was

not adopted here until 
though it was agitated from 1871 


on— and was even incorporated 
as a plank in the platforms of both 
major parties in the 1908 cam- 
paign. 

In sixteen years, up to 1927, the 
total deposits reached $150,000,000 
with 400,000 depositors. Probably 
by now, the total will reach $200,- 
000,000, with half a million deposi- 
tors. 

In the beginning the total indi- 
vidual deposit was limited to $500, 


while the present limit is $2500, 
paying a 2 per cent interest. It 
is hoped that the limit may be 


increased to $5,000 or better still 
the limit removed entirely. 

For many years there was great 
hostility on the part of bankers 
against the system, as they felt 
it was an invasion of their domain, 
but finally or in recent years, they 
had their eyes opened to the fact 
that such was not the case, but 
on the other hand, it was an aid 
to regular banks, in that the postal 
savings system could draw funds 
from sources that the banks could 


not possibly tap, such as, princi- 
pally, the foreign element, which 
distrusted our banks, and would 


otherwise hide their money in cof- 
mattresses, socks, ete.,

fee cans, 


as well as some 
tive population, with peculiar ideas 
about the safety of their funds, 
as well as transients, migratory 
labor and the like. 

So then the bankers now realize 
that they are getting the use of 


funds that would cost them con- 
siderable to get, at no cost to 


themselves, and that vast sums are 
in circulation as a result of the 
postal saving that would have been 
buried forever, or sent out of the 
country. 

Thus it is shown that the postal 
savings system is one of benefit 
for all concerned and a stimulant 
on the one hand to the savings 
habit as well as promoting the 
fluidity of local funds and stilling 
the fears of the timid for the safe- 
ty of their hard earned savings.
